STOCK GAMBLING NO BAROMETER 


As a criterion of true business prosperity the speculative j 
markets are a failure. 
This truth is recognized by legitimate, 
business, yet the average man seems to regard the gambling 
in stocks and bonds as an indicator of business trend. 
As a 
matter of fact it is only a thermometer showing the rise and 
fall of the gambling fever. Activity in stocks does not indicate j 
that the machines are moving, the men working and the public 
buying. 
“Public buying taxes the ability of* brokers to meet the 
demand*' is the frequent announcement of newspapers, but 
a* a barometer of business it is not infallible, for business is 
the production of commodities and their distribution to the 
public on an equitable and mutually profitable basis. 
Improvement in legitimate business tends to develop the 
spirit of speculation beyond all reason, but a speculative boom 
has no bearing on the result so far as the country at large 
is concerned. 
Indeed, speculation may easily be used to ob­ 
struct a genuine revival of trade and industry’. 
A national administration is responsible for neither the 
successes nor the failures of speculation. 
An administration 
may affect legitimate business for good or ill, but then tho 
ultimate determination of success depends more on the con­ 
structiveness of individual effort than upon any other in­ 
fluence. 
The moths which flutter about the speculative 
candle only singe their own wings. 
They have no say in 'he 
outcome. 
It is interesting in this connection to note the reasoning 
of the investment press, as voiced by Ernst Pool, of New York 
in the Chicago Investment News. 
He explains that the flood 
of speculation, caused by the rush of optimistic buyers in the 
stock market the day after election, receded quickly because 
the optimistic speculators met initial losses wrhich ended the 
boom. 
These losers, however, w*ere not the big investment 
firms. 
They were not ready to operate yet. 
They waited. 
But when these interests have acquired a sufficient number 
of shares they will loosen the check rein, and permit the rise 
in quotations they believe inevitable, take their profits, and 
begin the process over again. 
The amateur investor may think he can beat this game, 
but he can nt>t.—Dearborn Independent.

Farmer on Ijevel With Others. 
The Farm and Ranch, 
which 
I 
have read off and on for 30 years, 
and which has always been pretty 
level headed, has a few remarks to 
make concerning the position of the 
farmer in our daily life which I 
heartily endor&. It does not accord 
with the appeals of some of the poli­ 
ticians of the day who seek to stir 
up bad feeling because of what they 
get out of them, but I recommend 
the article to the careful consider­ 
ation of all readers of the News. 
Here it is: 
Farm and Ranch occasionally re­ 
ceives letters that convey the idea 
th at just because a man farms for 
a living, that he is deserving of 
special consideration. Some letters 
display 
a hostility 
towards 
all 
classes of people who do not till 
the soil or work union hours for 
the union scale of wages. All oth­ 
ers, according to the writers of these 
letters, are nonproducers and the 
most of 
them 
secure 
a 
living 
through the exercise of sharp and 
questionable 
methods. 
Extension 
workers, scientists and teachers of 
agriculture and its various branches 
come in for special condemnation, 
while those engaged in the banking 
business are catalogued* 
in 
their 
minds as enemies of civilization. 
Letters of th e character ju st de­ 
scribed are not a product of the 
present political age. The same kind 
of letters were w’ritten to newspa­ 
pers m ore than sixty years ago, as 
may be verified by refering to some 
of the old files of the Galveston 
News. Undoubtedly such letters have 
been offered the press from tim e to 
time since the birth of the printing 
industry, and before th a t th e same 
sentim ent was heralded from the 
public platform or cried out from 
the street corners. There are always 
a class of dissatisfied people and 
always will be, and perhaps it is 
well, for many 
valuable 
reform s 
have been brought about by agita­ 
tors whose only pleasure seems to 
be derived from differing w ith the 
views of their neighbors on politics, 
religion and education. 
W hile the 
upright, 
industrious 
farm er is no better th an any other 
man of sim ilar qualifications in oth­ 
er lines of business, he is ju st as 
rood, and th a t is the ground on 
which every farm er should stand. 
His success, in a very large meas­ 
ure, depends upon intelligent effort 
but were it not for the teem ing mil­ 
lions in other lines, he would have 
nothing to work with and no m ar­ 
ket for w hat he produces. W hile the 
farm er is essential in our present \ 
scheme of civilization, so is the m er­ 
chant, the banker, the m anufactur­ 
er, the teacher and the preacher. 
The agricultural industry has seen 
hard times. Many thus engaged have 
found J t most difficult to pay ex­ 
penses* but the same is tru e in all 
other lines. The difference lies in 
the fact th a t the hardships of the 
farm er are 
broadcasted 
from the 
housetops for 
political 
purposes, 
while the difficulties of other busi­ 
ness men are published in the news 
of the 
bankruptcy 
courts. 
Nine- 
tenths of the business men in cities j 
are operating on a relatively small 
! capital. N inetenths of th e laborers I 
I in the city wno work, rain or shine,; 
| in the cold or in the heat, barely I 
get by in paying living expenses, j 
lf either class were to take as many! 
leisure hours throughout the year) 
as does the average 
farm er, 
the i 
sm all business man would be forc-j 
ed to close bis doors, and the la b o r-, 
er. both 
skilled 
and 
unskilled, 
would have to apply to charity for 
bread to feed his family. Side by 
side, in parallel columns, there are 
as many failures in the cit* as th ere; 
are in the country. Side by side, in J 
comparison, there are as m any men 
engaged in farm ing who are unfit­ 
ted for the present-day requirem ents 
of the industry as there are men in 
the city who have been crowded in­ 
to the wrong 
occupation 
or 
the 
wrong line of business. If one or the 
other has an advantage, it lies with 
the farm er who applies himself in­ 
telligently to the business or m aking 
a good living and laying by some 
each year for the "rain y day."
